HR  Mayor,  Miss  Newman  and  Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  this  my  Eleventh  Annual  Report  it  is 
n a  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  health  statistics  practically 
show  an  all  round  improvement  upon  those  of  the  preceding 


year. 


The  Reg  istrar  General’s  estimated  population  being  96,419, 
f*r  19  i 9  it  was  92,724,  the  death  rate  1 3 ' 3 2  as  compared  with  1438 
necessarily  appear  relatively  better  than  that  of  the 
preceding  year,  apart  from  this  it  is  actually  so. 


M*he  great  increase  in  birth  rate  SO'B/  from  21*71  is  the  out¬ 
standing  1  nature  of  the  statistics,  this  combined  with  the  infantile 
h.g lire  10077  the  lowest  of  which  we  have  record,  can 
W  kretfls-ated  commercially  as  a  good  dividend  or  profit  on  the 
cost  of  the  department. 


Respiratory,  Phthisis  and  Marriage  statistics  are  all 
M-e  Zymotic  death  rate  which  includes  and  is  chiefly 
<*-Ceuiff>fed  tor  by  increase  in  diarrhoea,  alone  shows  worse 
fiSUP*%  l'4s  as  against  ’88. 


Economy  being  the  order  of  the  day,  I  am  desired  to  curtail 
my  observations  and  do  so  conscious  that  too  great  a  space 
would  be  required  to  adequately  express  what  I  feel  concerning 
the  claims  of  public  health  in  various  directions  as  they  affect 


the  masses  now  we  are  “  enjoying  peace 


how  they  have  to  be 


postponed  while  those  of  other  departments  materialise  or  are 
at  least  advanced  i n  some  degree.  Apathy  collectively  in  health 
matters  is  most  discouraging  and  difficult  to  overcome,  three 
meetings  in  “Health  Week”  here  testify,  by  their  scanty  attend¬ 
ances,  to  the  fact  that  appeals  by  lectures,  etc.  fall  upon  deaf 
ears;  I  trust  that  there  may  be  an  awakening  in  the  near  future 
to  the  necessity  for  this  section  being  afforded  conditions  and 
surroundings  which  make  for  better  health  and  lead  to  improved 
physique,  these  would  go  a  long  way  to  assuaging  the  well- 
known  discontent  prevalent.  If  those,  to  whom  these  remarks 
may  apply,  would  interest  themselves  in  such  matters  as  the 
comparative  cost  of  the  various  schemes  or  items  which  go  to 
make  up  a  municipal  budget,  economy  in  its  relative  sense  and 
in  the  usual  form  which  it  takes — the  foremost,  easiest  and 
meanest,  viz: — on  matters  of  health — could  be  appreciated  at 
its  true  value. 

Housing,  which  in  my  humble  judgment  should  be  a 
National  question  and  regarded  as  a  post-war  debt  or  obligation 
of  the  State,  has  progressed  better  locally  than  in  many  towns, 
but  even  so  is  a  poor  requital  to  those  left  who  fought  and 
suffered  for  our  safety. 

The  natural  increase  in  population  taken  in  conjunction 
with  the  slum  question  infers  that  the  promises  made  to  the 
1  heroes  may  perhaps  be  fulfilled  and  enjoyed  by  their  grand- 
3j  children  but  I  fear  not  earlier. 


Our  requirements  to  be  pressed  forward  as  economic 
1  conditions  improve  are,  adequate  housing  accomodation  co- 
I  ordinated  with  slum  clearance,  accommodation  for  the  lying-in 
\  mother,  infectious  diseases  hospital,  institutional  treatment  for 


ihQ.  ailing  or  delicate  children,  a  public  abattoir,  and  a  better 
sy <u e i n  of  refuse  disposal. 

[  he  individual  efforts  of  the  staff  have  in  no  small  measure 
compensated  for  the  somewhat  meagre  adjuncts  essential  to 
public  health  work  here. 

Mv  thanks  are  tendered  to  the  Mayor  and  Members 
of  the  Council  for  the  considerations  extended  to  me  during  the 
pa-u  year,  and  I  again  express  my  appreciation  of  those  Lady 
Voluntary  Helpers  in  association  with  Infant  Welfare  work;  to 
ibc  Civic  Guild  of  Help,  the  Superintendent  Health  Visitor 
Nurse  Saunders\  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  (Mr.  Hubble) 
ant/  th  e  members  of  the  Department’s  staff  I  am  much  indebted 
for  their  support.

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REPORT. 

In  compiling  this  report  the  lines  indicated  in  the 
Memorandum  as  to  the  contents  and  arrangements  of  the 
Annual  Report  of  Medical  Officers  of  . Health  for  1920,  issued 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  have  been  followed. 

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE 

DISTRICT. 

The  population  in  the  1911  census  was  92,130,  the 
estimated  figure  by  the  Registrar  General  for  1920  is  96,419. 

Soil. — The  soil  of  the  Borough  in  the  main  is  clay,  in 
some  areas  it  is  covered  by  gravel,  in  the  Hatherton  Ward  the 
sub-soil  is  limestone;  at  the  highest  part  of  a  residential 
district  (Highgate)  is  a  bed  of  sand,  though  the  neighbourhood 
is  clay.  At  the  north  and  north-east  parts  of  the  Borough 
(Bloxwich  and  Blakenall)  there  are  fairly  extensive  areas  of 
sand. 


Social  Conditions.— Walsall  is  entirely  an  industrial 
town  with  a  multiplicity  of  trades,  including  Leather  Goods 
from  raw  hides  to  finished  articles,  viz.: — Saddlery,  Fancy 
Leather  Goods,  Military  Accoutrements;  Iron  Tubes,  Iron  and 
Brass  Castings,  Chains,  Buckles,  Harness  Furniture,  Stirrups, 
Bits,  Electrical  Fittings,  Wholesale  Clothing,  etc. 


The  larger  houses,  which  might  be  considered  of  a 
residential  character,  are  occupied  by  inhabitants  connected 
|  with  the  management,  etc  ,  of  the  works  and  occupations  in 
f  the  Borough. 


There  are  no  Collieries,  yet  two  of  its  outskirts,  rural  in 
character,  on  the  north  and  east,  are  adjacent  to  the  Cannock 
Chase  Colliery  district. 

1  here  are  approximately  2,500  colliers  residing  in  the 
Borough.

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It  is  also  the  centre  for  a  wide  area  of  the  London  and 
North  Western  Permanent  Way  Department;  this,  and  the 
engine  sheds  at  Bescot  and  Ryecroft  give  employment  to  a 
large  number  of  Railwayman,  most  of  whom  live  in  the  Borough. 

In  portions  of  3  Wards— the  Bridge,  Hatherton,  and 
Birch  ills— the  inhabitants  are  of  the  unskilled  labouring  class, 
and  it  is  here  where  the  housing  question  is  most  acute;  in  the 
Caldmore  Ward,  the  preponderance  of  the  inhabitants  are 
dependent  upon  railway  occupations. 

Owing  to  its  large  area — 7483  acres— there  is  ample 
room  for  expansion,  relatively  closely  built-in  portions  exist  in 
some  of  the  older  parts  of  Borough  ;  the  northern  Bloxwich 
previously  referred  to,  though  self-contained  from  a  shopping, 
etc.,  aspect,  may  almost  be  considered  semi-rural  in  character. 

The  Vital  Statistics  will  be  found  on  pages  9-11. 

Coroner’s  Inquests  — Ninety-nine  Inquests  were  held  in 
the  Borough  during  the  year,  57  males  and  42  females. 

Carriages. — There  is  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
Marriages  this  year,  1,455  taking  place,  whilst  last  year  1,380 
were  contracted.

Births. — The  number  of  Births  registered  in  the  Borough 
for  the  year  was  2,977,  of  which  1 ,499  were  males,  and  1,478 
were  females.  This  gives  a  rate  of  30*87 ;  last  year  we  had 
2,107  births,  with  a  rate  of  2l*8l. 

One  hundred  and  twenty  seven  of  these  births  were 
illegitimate. 


The  average  birth  rate  for  the  last  five  years  is  24*38.

Deaths.— The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the 
year  was  1,261,  giving  a  rate  per  thousand  of  the  population  of 
13-07,  a  decrease  on  the  previous  year,  when  we  had  1,345 
deaths,  with  a  rate  of  14*50.  If  we  exclude  the  number  of 
persons  (43)  dying  in  the  Borough  belonging  to  other  districts, 
and  include  67,  those  belonging  to  the  Borough,  dying  beyond 
the  Borough,  we  have  a  corrected  number  of  1,285,  giving  a 
death  rate  of  13*32.  The  average  death  rate  for  the  past  five 
years  is  1 6* 1 2.

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — The  Borough  is  well  and 
adequately  drained;  from  the  contour  of  the  land  isolated 
houses  naturally  occur  which  at  present  do  not  lend  themselves  1 
to  the  adaption  of  the  systems.  In  certain  areas  a  pumping 
station  has  overcome  the  difficulty  of  natural  flow.  | 

Sewerage  disposal  is  dealt  with  at  three  stations. 

At  the  extreme  south  of  the  Borough  is  an  up-to-date  and 
recently  constructed  plant  (at  the  Brockhurst  Farm),  comprising 
20  bacteria  beds  with  the  necessary  settling  tank  accommoda¬ 
tion. 


At  the  north-west  outlying  portion  of  the  Borough  known 
as  “Beechdale  Works/’  is  a  small  plant  similar  in  construction 
to  the  above. 

Both  give  most  satisfactory  results,  the  monthly  sample 
analyses  are  well  above  the  standard  of  requirements. 

At  the  north-east  of  the  Borough,  known  as  Goscote,  the 
sewage  from  a  small  area  is  dealt  with  by  broad  irrigation.

Five  persons  were  summoned  in  respect  of  milk  deficient 
in  cream;  deficiencies  varied  from  3%  to  24%.  One  person 
was  summoned  for  selling  milk  containing  10%  of  added 
water;  costs  only  were  ordered  to  be  paid  in  each  of  these 
cases  ;  the  amount  of  costs  was  from  15s.  6d.  to  £3  3s.  od. 

One  of  the  milk  samples,  No.  135,  13%  deficient  in  cream, 
also  contained  0'025%,  Boric  Acid.  A  summons  was  issued 
under  the  Public  Health  (Milk  and  Cream)  Regulations,  1912; 
the  two  summonses  were  taken  together,  no  conviction  was 
recorded,  the  defendant  paid  the  costs.  15s.  6d. 

Milk  Sample  No.  129,  12%  Deficient  in  Cream. 

The  defendant  relied  on  the  decision  given  in  Hunt 
a.  Richardson,  and  the  summons  was  withdrawn  on  payment 

of  costs,  £1  3s.  3d.

It  is  regrettable  that  there  is  fio  statutory,  requirement 
enforcing  a  certain  minimum  standard  for  milk.  The  law  in 
this  respect  requires  amending  so  that  it  will  be  an  offence 
to  sell  milk  below  a  certain  standard. 

Vendors  of  5  milk  samples  deficient  in  cream  to  the 
extent  of  from  6%  to  27%,  were  cautioned  by  letter. 

One  informal  sample  of  butter  was  found  to  contain 
h'09%  excess  of  water  ;  a  formal  sample  from  the  same  shop¬ 
keeper  was  reported  to  be  genuine.

RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919. 

The  duties  under  this  Act  have  principally  been  in  ) 


connection  with  rat  infestation  on  land  and  buildings  belong¬ 
ing  to,  or  in  the  occupation  of,  the  Corporation,  such  as 
sewage  disposal  works,  allotments,  depots,  and  sewers. 

The  number  of  rats  has  been  considerably  lessened  by 
attention  given,  it  being  the  aim  to  secure  poisoning  on  a 
wholesale  scale  by  treating  considerable  areas  on  the  same 
day;  this  has  resulted  in  cessation  of  complaints,  and  the 
lands  which  have  been  treated  have  since  been  comparatively 
free  from  the  pest. 

Enquiries  at  farms  go  to  show  that  much  more  is  done 
now  for  ridding  land  of  rats  and  mice.  A  number  of  farmers 
attribute  their  freedom  from  rats  to  the  fact  that  wheat  was 
threshed  as  it  was  carried  instead  of  being  put  into  ricks. 
The  Sanitary  Inspectors  are  frequently  in  touch  with  farmers, 
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butchers,  fishmongers,  the  occupiers  of  food  stores,  hay,  corn 
^;ul  seed  merchants,  horse  keepers,  etc.,  and  in  any  case  where 
there  appears  to  be  rat  infestation,  advice  is  given  of  the 
acnon  the  occupier  should  take,  and  this  advice  is  usually 
■f  o  i  lowed. 

Special  efforts  were  made  during  National  Rat  Week 
November  1st  to  6th),  during  which  week  upwards  of  6,500 
poisoned  baits  were  laid  under  the  Inspectors’  directions. 

Generally  speaking,  there  is  a  very  strong  desire  on  the 
part  of  occupiers  of  land  or  buildings  subject  to  rat  or  mice 
infestation  to  take  all  reasonable  measures  for  the  destruction 
of  the  vermin,  and  a  continual  war  is  waged. 

INCREASE  OF  RENT  AND  MORTGAGE  INTEREST 
(RESTRICTIONS)  ACT,  1920. 

The  standard  of  fitness  for  houses  in  respect  of  which 
applications  were  made  by  tenants  under  Section  2  for  a 
certificate,  was  defined  as — ‘  the  house  to  be  dry,  in  a  reason¬ 
able  state  of  repair  and  cleanliness,  with  similar  sanitary 
amenities  as  in  August,  1914”;  a  house  coming  within  this 
standard  would  be  considered  one  for  which  no  certificate 
Mould  be  granted. 

Between  October  and  December,  7  applications  were 
received  for  a  certificate  or  report  that  the  house  was  not  in 
all  respects  reasonably  fit  for  human  habitation  or  wras  other¬ 
wise  not  in  a  reasonable  state  of  repair.  A  certificate  was

granted  in  5  cases,  and  in  2  the  certificate  was 'refused.

Infectious  Diseases  Generally.— The  general  inci¬ 
dence  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  will  be  found  on  Table  VI. 

Diphtheritic  Antitoxin  is  available  at  the  Council  House 
in  office  hours  and  at  two  Police  Stations  at  all  hours. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  under  Regulations  of  Jan. 
7th,  191Q,  during  the  year  were  as  follows  Pneumonia  1 3 1 , 
Malaria  16,  Dysentery  I,  Trench  Fever  nil. 

Work  in  connection  with  bacteriological  examination  is 
undertaken  for  Diphtheria  by  the  Birmingham  University. 

SMALL  T  ax.— No  primary  or  re-vaccinations  have  been 
performed  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  under  the  Small 
Pox  Prevention  Regulations,  1917. 

Notification  of  'Tuberculosis  is  reported  by  the  Tuberculosis 
Officer  in  his  report  In  many  cases,  for  various  reasons, 
information  is  received  at  a  relative  short  time  antecedent  to 
the  termination  of  the  case. 

'TUBERCULOSIS.  The  scheme  in  operation  here  comprises 
the  Tuberculosis  Officer  (Dr.  Clark),  who  attends  at  the 
Dispensary  daily,  assisted  by  three  Nurses,  who  also  visit 
cases  in  the  district  and  report  insanitary  conditions  of  the 
homes  of  the  patients,  and  the  Secretary  Dispensei  (Miss 
Squire). 


The  Borough  has  a  Sanatorium  (Pelsall  Hall),  about  3I 
^u|c>s  away,  of  which  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  is  also  Superin- 
-tfcmlent,  and  to  which  such  cases  as  he  thinks  desirable  or 
Accessary  are  sent.  At  present  there  is  no  provision  for 
children,  only  adults  being  received. 

There  is  full  co-operation  between  the  Pensions  Board  for 
ex-Service  men,  the  School  Medical  Service,  the  Walsall 
General  Hospital,  and  the  Dispensary. 

As  the  Corporation  has  taken  over  the  treatment  of  insured 
persons  under  the  National  Health  Insurance  Act  where  re¬ 
quired,  no  difficulty  is  experienced  so  far  as  co-operation  with 
local  practitioners  is  concerned. 

Dental  treatment  for  children  is  given  at  the  School 
Clinic;  for  ex-Service  men  through  the  Ministry  of  Pensions. 

Two  cases  of  non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  (surgical)  were 
dealt  with  during  the  year  by  being  sent  to  the  Baschurch 
Surgical  Home. 

* 
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,  VENEREAL  DISEASE. 

This  work  is  undertaken  at  the  Walsall  General  Hospital 
under  an  agreement  with  the  Town  Council,  I)r.  A.  M.  Stuart 
being  the  Medical  Officer  of  this  department. 

Evening  Clinics  for  Males  are  held  on  Thursday  and 
Friday  and  an  afternoon  Clinic  for  Females  on  Thursday 
weekly.  Provision  is  made  for  any  case  to  remain  in  the 
Hospital  over-night,  if  necessary,  after  injection. 

Owing  to  the  pressure  of  work,  Dr.  Stuart  has  a  special 
Clinic  on  Wednesday  afternoon  reserved  for  cases  requiring 
injection. 

Facilities  are  now  afforded  for  irrigation  for  cases  of 
Gonorrhoea  daily.  A  male  and  female  nurse  are  engaged  for 
this  purpose. 

In  general  terms  the  co-operation  of  medical  practitioners 
I  consider  satisfactory  ;  patients  are  willing  to  avail  themselves 
of  the  facilities  for  diagnosis  and  treatment.  Casually  cases 
prefer  to  go  to  the  adjacent  boroughs  for  private  reasons. 

One  man  only  in  the  past  3J  years  has  applied  for 
disinfection. 

There  are  12  practitioners  qualified  to  receive  supply  of 
Salvarsan  substitutes,  but  no  application  has  been  made  for 
these  throughout  the  year,  neither  has  any  application  been 
received  from  practitioners  for  pathological  examination. 

Examinations  of  specimens  are  undertaken  for  Gonococci 
by  Dr.  Stuart;  for  other  kinds  at  the  Birmingham  University. 

Arrangements  are  in  force  whereby  women  and  girls 
suffering  from  venereal  diseases  in  the  Borough  can  be  received 
into  the  Cleveland  House,  Wolverhampton,  for  treatment. 
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These  cases  arise  generally  in  connection  with  rescue 
work,  from  domestic  circumstances  ;  or  cases  which  the  Walsall 
General  Hospital  may  transfer  as  requiring  a  lengthy  ini 
[-.a  tie  at  stay. 

The  arrangement  provides  the  requisite  treatment  anq 
nursing,  and  it  includes  expectant  mothers  and  lying-in  cases.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

( I!.—  Inspection  of  Mid  wives  was  carried  out  firstly  by  Nurse 
Hughes,  secondly  by  Nurse  Moore,  each  of  whom  resigned, 
having  obtained  similar  posts  elsewhere,  and  lastly  by  Nurse 
Saunders.  For  minor  breaches  of  the  regulations  sundry  mid¬ 
wives  were  interviewed  by  me;  one  midwife  was  reported 
by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committtee  to  the  Central 
Midwives  Board,  for  contravention  of  rules,  and  her  name  was 
subsequently  removed  from  the  register. 

(2). — The  general  arrangements  in  connection  with  this 
work  are  the  same  as  were  in  operation  last  year.  Towards 
the  end  of  the  year  the  provision  of  a  third  subsidised  midwife 
was  sanctioned  and  appointment  made,  the  woman  being 
assigned  to  work  within  an  area  of  the  Borough  where  the 
need  of  such  a  person  was  pressing. 


(3). — There  were  8  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  notified,  of 
which  2  proved  fatal;  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  41  cases 
were  notified,  but  in  no  case  was  permanent  damage  to  the 
eyes  left  ;  2  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  under  five  years  of  age  were 
notified.

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SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION. 


1.  —The  staff  consists  of  i  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  3 
Assistant  Sanitary  Inspectors,  1  Disinfector,  1  Lady  Clerk  and 
an  Office  Boy. 

The  work  of  the  Chief  Inspector  consists  of  general  super¬ 
vision  of  all  Inspectorial  duties,  making  reports  to  the  Health 
Committee,  and  preparing  cases  arising  in  his  duties  in  which 
legal  proceedings  have  to  be  taken,  the  Chief  Inspector  is  also 
appointed  as  Inspector  under  the  Canal  Boats  Acts,  and  the 
Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  and  is  local  officer  under  the  Rats 
and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act.  Each  of  the  3  Asssistant 
Inspectors  is  in  charge  of  a  District,  and  carries  out  the  duties 
as  set  out  in  the  orders  relating  to  the  work  of  Inspectors  of 
Nuisances,  submitting  their  reports  daily  to  the  Chief  Inspector, 
who  advises  them  in  any  matters  of  difficulty,  and  visits  with 
them  in  all  cases  where  he  thinks  desirable. 

The  Chief  Inspector  and  the  Assistants  each  have  the 
special  qualification  as  Inspectors  of  Meat  and  other  Foods. 

The  Lady  Clerk  acts  as  Recording  Clerk  of  Nuisances,  and 
of  samples  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  makes  all  notices, 
types  all  letters,  and  types  and  stencils  reports  for  Committee, 
keeping  of  accounts  and  letters,  &c.,  in  addition  undertaking 
certain  clerical  duties  for  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
work. 

The  Office  Boy  attends  to  callers  and  keeps  the  register 
of  infectious  diseases,  Nc. 

The  disinfector'  fumigates  rooms  after  infectious  disease 
and  works  the  “Thresh  ”  Steam  Disinfector. 

2.  — The  Walsall  General  Hospital,  by  arrangement  with 
the  Town  Council,  admit  and  treat  any  case  of  Diphtheria 
within  the  Borough  that  any  local  practitioner  desires  to  be 
sent  there;  for  this  a  retaining  fee  is  charged  by  the  Hospital, 
and  payment  is  based  upon  duration  of  stay  of  patients. 
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During  the  year  17  cases  were  admitted,  of  which  4 
proved  fatal. 

The  Council  have  an  arrangement  with  the  Cannock 
Rural  District  Council  whereby  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  are 
received  into  their  Isolation  Hospital,  at  Cheslyn  Hay,  some 
Six  miles  away  from  here.  We  undertake  the  transport 
arrangements.  Six  cases  were  sent  during  the  year. 

The  Small-Pox  Hospital  at  Sneyd  Lane,  Bloxwich,  is 
available  for  the  reception  of  casual  cases  of  Cerebro-Spinal 
Fever  or  Encephalitis  Lethargica.  It  was  not  used  during 
the  course  of  the  year. 

Owing  to  the  abnormal  conditions  prevailing  nothing 
further  has  been  done  in  connection  with  the  question  of  an 
Isolation  Hospital,  the  site  of  which,  as  mentioned  in  my  last 
Year’s  report,  had  been  selected  and  approved  of. 

Chemical  analysis  is  undertaken  for  the  Borough  by  Mr. 
E.  W.  T.  Jones,  Public  Analyst,  Wolverhampton,  and  for  the 
past  year  consisted  of  work  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drags 
Acts;  see  pages  31  and  35. 

Bacteriological  investigations  sent  to  the  Birmingham 
University  Diphtheria  29,  of  which  10  were  positive. 

There  were  no  exami nations, of  water.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Tuberculosis  Sub¬ 
committee,  County  Borough  of  Walsall. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Sixth  Annual  Report  on 
the  Anti-Tuberculosis  work  in  Walsall  during  the  year  1920. 

The  Dispensary  Staff  remained  unchanged  during  the 
greater  part  of  the  year,  one  Nurse  resigning  in  October, 
and  another  at  the  end  of  December,  both  in  order  to  obtain 
further  qualifications.  To  the  whole  of  my  staff  I  am  indebted 
for  their  loyal  co-operation  and  help  at. all  times. 

Miss  Spencer  Jones,  K.R.C.,  was  appointed  Matron  at 
Pelsall  Hall  Sanatorium,  and  took  up  her  duties  at  the 
beginning  of  April.  Since  her  appointment  she  has  done 
much  valuable  work,  and  has  considerably  reduced  the 
expenses  of  the  Sanatorium.  During  the  latter  part  of  the 
year  much  discomfort  and  inconvenience  was  caused  to  both 
patients  and  staff  by  a  shortage  of  water.  'Phis,  however,  I 
am  glad  to  state,  has  now  been  rectified. 

The  After-Care  Committee  has  completed  its  first  full 
year  of  work.  A  short  resume  of  its  valuable  work  is  given 
in  this  report.

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i. -GENERAL. 

(a)  Notification. 

The  notifications  of  both  the  Pulmonary  and  non-PuH 
monary  forms  of  Tuberculosis  during  the  past  year  show  a 
considerable  decrease  as  compared  with  1919,  there  being 
notified  210  cases  of  Pulmonary  and  65  cases  of  other  formal 
of  the  disease,  as  compared  with  283  and  60  respectively.

(/;).  Distribution. 

In  the  early  part  of  1921  a  Return  was  called  for  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  as  to  the  actual  number  of  cases  of  Tuber¬ 
culosis  still  surviving,  and,  excluding  removals,  •  on  the 
Tuberculosis  Notification  Register.  This  return  is  here  given 
in  greater  detail,  and  shows  the  number  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis 
in  each  Ward  of  the  Borough  still  surviving  at  the  end  of 
December,  1920,  and  also  the  percentage  which  this  number 
bears  to  the  estimated  population.

It  will  be  noted  that  Caldmore  shows  the  lowest  case 
incidence.  Caldmore  has  fewer  slums  than  any  other  Ward, 
and  possesses  a  greater  proportion  of  more  modern  and  better 
class  artisan  property.  Bloxwich  shares  with  Birch  ills  the 
unenviable  position  of  having  the  highest  case  incidence, 
namely  2  6l"<>.  Bi rch ills  is  a  congested  area,  and  contains 
much  poor  class  property.  Bloxwich  also  contains  much  poor 
class  property,  and  probably  contains  a  larger  proportion  of 
small  houses  occupied  by  large  families.  Fresh  air  is  not 
popular  with  the  inhabitants  of  Bloxwich;  Health  Visitors 


report  that  there  are  more  artificially  stopped  up  bedroom 
chimneys  in  Bloxwich  than  in  any  other  Ward  of  the  Borough. 

(c)  Causes. 

1 .  —  Un healthy  Occupations. 

As  to  probable  causes,  we  have  unhealthy  occupations. 
We  have  many  trades  such  as  awl-blade  and  lock-making, 
bit  filing  and  forging,  which  are  often  carried  on  in  bad 
surroundings,  often  in  small  shops  at  the  back  of  the  dwelling 
house. 

In  Bloxwich,  coal  mining  is  the  occupation  of  the  great 
majority  of  the  men,  but  miners,  as  a  rule,  are  singularly  free: 
from  Tuberculosis.  In  a  recent  paper  published  in  “Public 
Health,”  Professor  Coll  is  writes  that  “coal  dust  has  apparently 
an  inhibitory  influence  on  the  disease.”  “The  miners  work 
far  apart,  there  is  but  little  personal  contact,  but  little  possi¬ 
bility  of  passing  on  infection.”  There  was  only  one  death 
from  Tuberculosis  in  a  coal  miner  in  Bloxwich  during  1920. 

2.  Inter-marriage. 

3.  Sins  of  fore-fathers,  who  worked  hard  at  unhealthy 
trades  until  they  had  made  enough  money  for  a  spell  of  harden 
drinking.  These  two  latter  are  considered  by  one  local 
medical  man  as  “  having  resulted  in  a  bad  stock,  which  Nature: 
is  now  doing  her  best  to  wipe  out.”  Apart  from  the  probable 
causes  given,  1  have  not  yet  found  any  other  explanation  why. 
Bloxwich  should  possess  such  a  high  case  incidence  of  Tuber¬ 
culosis. 

(,/)  Mortality. 

There  has  again  to  be  recorded  a  decrease  in  the  mortality! 
from  the  disease,  there  being  85  deaths  from  Pulmonary! 
Tuberculosis  as  against  T09  in  1919;  and  13  from  non- 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  as  against  31  in  1919.  The  death) 
rate  from  the  Pulmonary  form  has  accordingly  fallen  from 
1 '17  to  o‘88  per  1,000  thousand  living.  With  the  exception 
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°f  1910.  when  the  death  rate  was  0'85,  this  is  the  lowest  death 
rate  experienced  for  30  years,  and,  when  all  types  of  the 
disease  are  concerned  /(J20  shows  the  lowest  death  rate  ever 
recorded  in  Walsall. 

We  have,  however,  to  regret  the  fact  that  so  many  of  our 
cases  come  under  notice  at  an  advanced  stage  of  the  disease, 
when  all  chance  of  arresting  the  disease  is  gone.  Nearly  40% 
of  the  Pulmonary  cases  were  either  not  notified  at  all  or 
were  notified  only  a  few  weeks  before  death,  and  of  the 
deaths  from  other  forms  of  the  disease  only  2  cases  out  of  13 
were  notified  more  than  six  weeks  before  death.

During  the  year  the  Dispensary  has  been  open  as  formerly 
on  each  day  of  the  week,  and  one  Nurse  always  in  attendance 
for  dealing  with  surgical  dressings,  of  which  1398  were  done. 
Of  the  465  persons  who  applied  for  treatment,  210  were  insured 
persons.  Of  the  total  197,  including  92  insured  persons,  were 
considered  after  observation  and  repeated  examination  to  he 
non-tuberculous.  In  all,  127  ex-service  men  were  examined 
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as  new  cases  at  the  Dispensary,  the  majority  being  sent  by 
the  Pensions  Boards  for  examination.  Tuberculosis  was- 
g*£{iided  in  64  ot  these,  whilst  in  63  cases  there  was  clinical 
evidence  of  Tuberculosis  or  Fibrosis.  Fight  men  gave  a 
hisforv  of  gassing,  but  in  only  two  of  these  was  Tubercle 
Bacilli  found  in  the  sputum. 

Cb-OPERATION. 

There  is  full  co-operation  maintained  between  the  School 
Qlinic  and  School  Medical  Department  and  the  Dispensary, 
all  doubtful  cases  being  referred  from  the  Schools  to  the 
dispensary  for  diagnosis  and  necessary  treatment,  and  certifi¬ 
cates  recommending  exclusion  from  or  admission  to  school 
are  accepted  by  the  Education  Committee.  All  tuberculous 
children  attending  the  Open  Air  School  are  seen  fortnightly] 
or  monthly  at  the  Dispensary.  Co-Operation  too  is  maintained 
with  the  General  Hospital,  there  being  a  free  interchange  of 
patients. 

1  DOMICILIARY  TREATMENT. 

Cases  receiving  Domiciliary  Treatment  are  seen  at  least- 
twice  yearly  at  the  Dispensary,  and  more  frequently  if  desired 
by  the  Practitioner  in  attendance.  Reports  on  those  cases." 
are  received  quarterly.  Approximately  1 50  insured  persons 
received  this  form  of  treatment  during  the  year. 

Con  pacts  and  Doubtful  Cases. 

* 

Contacts  of  cases  notified  or  attending  the  Dispensary; 
are  examined  as  largely  as  time  permits;  contact  examination 
has  been  however  chiefly  confined  to  the  delicate  ones  brought 
to  the  Dispensary  by  the  Nurses.  All  doubtful  cases  are 
examined  on  several  successive  weeks,  and  again  at  the  end 
of  three  months.  Test  injections  of  Tuberculin  are  given  in), 
some  cases,  and  sputum  examined  frequently  in  all. 

1 )  E  N  T  A  L  T  R  E  A  T  M  E  N  T . 

Dental  treatment,  in  the  case  of  children,  is  received  at 
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the  School  Clinic,  and  in  the  case  of  ex-Service  men  through 
the  Ministry  of  Pensions;  there  is  however  no  provision  of 
free  dental  treatment  to  other  classes  of  the  community. 

Extra  Nourishment. 

Extra  nourishment  is  supplied  to  patients  through  the 
Ministry  of  Pensions  in  the  case  of  ex-Service  men,  and 
through  the  Insurance  Committee  for  a  certain  number  of 
insured  persons.  'The  After-Care  Committee  have  also 
supplied  extra  nourishment  to  a  number  of  patients  who  would 
otherwise  have  received  none. 

Surgical  Tuberculosis. 

During  the  year  two  cases  of  Surgical  Tuberculosis  (one 
an  adult  and  the  other  a  child)  were  sent  by  the  Health 
Committee  of  the  Town  Council  to  the  Basclmrch  Surgical 
Home.  The  adult  has  not  yet  been  discharged,  but  the 
result  in  the  case  of  the  child  has  been  extremely  satis¬ 
factory.  Other  cases  have  been  treated  at  the  Orthopaedic 
Hospital,  Birmingham,  the  funds  being  provided  from 
voluntary  sources.  All  glandular  cases  are  treated  at  the 
Dispensary,  picric  brass  dressings  being  used  with  very  satis¬ 
factory  results  in  many  cases. 

After  Care. 

Care  and  After-Care. — -The  report  of  the  After-Care 
Committee  is  included  in  this  report.  From  it  the  extent 
of  its  work  may  be  gathered.  In  addition  to  providing  a  good 
deal  of  help  to  patients,  the  Committee  has  been  instrumental 
in  obtaining  employment  for  patients. 

Shelters. 

At  the  present  time  only  three  shelters  are  being  used  by 
patients  at  their  homes,  the  other  nine  having  been  taken  to 
the  Sanatorium  to  provide  extra  accommodation  there.

Home  Visits. 

During  the  year  the  Nurses  paid  311  first  visits  and  10,166 
re-visits  to  the  homes  of  patients.  As  in  former  years  many 
serious  cases  of  over-crowding  have  been  met  with,  and  much 
of  their  work  has  been  confined  to  the  giving  of  advice  ns  to 
the  avoidance  of  infection,  and  to  the  seeking  out  of  contacts. 

In  only  54  cases  were  patients  found  to  have  a  separate 
bedroom;  in  58  others  a  separate  bed  was  provided,  the  room 
being  shared  in  20  cases  by  1  other,  in  2/  cases  by  2  others, 
in  9  cases  by  4  others. 

In  43  cases  over-crowding  was  very  bad.  beds  and  bed¬ 
rooms  being  shared  with  other  members  of  the  household,  in 
34  cases  with  4  others,  in  5  cases  with  5  others,  in  0  cases  with 
6  others,  in  I  case  with  7  others. 

The  Nurses  report  that  where  circumstances  permit  the 
houses  are  well  kept;  30  houses  visited  were  very  dirty,  but 
195  were  exceedingly  clean.  All  sanitary  defects  found  in 
the  course  of  those  visits,  such  as  dampness,  defective  floors, 
etc.,  and  fixed  windows  are  reported  to  the  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector. 
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In  20  cases  it  was  found  that  the  bedroom  windows  could 
not  be  opened,  whilst  in  one-fourth  of  the  houses  visited  no 
attempt  was  made  to  have  fresh  air  in  the  bedroom  at  night 
as  well  as  by  day. 

Laboratory  Examinations.

SANATORIUM  TREATMENT. 

The  accommodation  available  at  Pelsall  Hall  Sanatorium 
consists  of  37  beds  — 25  for  men  and  12  for  women.  No 
provision  has  as  yet  been  made  for  the  residential  treatment 
of  children.  There  is  general  agreement  amongst  workers  in 
Tuberculosis  as  to  the  real  value  of  this  form  of  treatment  for 
children.  The  results  obtained,  not  only  clinically  but  educa¬ 
tionally,  are  exceedingly  good. 

There  is  general  agreement  too,  that,  despite  its  defects, 
the  Sanatorium  is  the  best  treatment  yet  devised  for  the 
treatment  of  adults.  Too  often  the  Sanatorium  fails  because 
the  case  has  mot  been  diagnosed  early  enough;  this  is  not 
always  the  fault  of  the  patient.  Even  chronic  cases  benefit 

to  a  marked  extent.  Chronic  cases  Tire  apt  to  become  very 

* 

careless  as  to  the  disposal  of  their  sputum,  and  they  require 
to  be  re-educated  from  time  to  time;  this  re-education  can 
best  be  done  in  the  Sanatorium. 

In  addition  to  cases  treated  at  Pelsall  Hall  in  August,  1920, 
the  Health  Committee  sent  one  adult,  suffering  from  Tuberculous 
Disease  of  the  Hip,  to  the  Shropshire  Surgical  Home  at 
Bascluirch,  and  in  November  a  child  suffering  from  the  same 
complaint  was  sent.  Both  were  under  treatment  there  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  In  addition,  responsibility  has  been  assumed 
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at  the  Royal  Sea  Bathing  Hospital,  Margate,  as  from  January 
1st,  1921,  for  a  case  of  Tuberculous  Disease  of  the  Shoulder,  in 
a  youth  who  has  been  under  treatment  there  for  some  time. 

PELSALL  HALL  SANATORIUM. 

On  January  1st,  1921,  there  were  23  male  and  10  female 
patients  under  treatment.  During  the  year  73  males  and  35 
females  were  admitted  and  76  males  and  33  females  discharged. 

There  were  7  deaths  (6  males  and  I  female),  5  being  ex- 
Service  men,  all  admitted  with  advanced  disease. 

In  36  of  the  male  and  in  19  of  the  female  cases,  Tubercle 
Bacilli  were  found  in  the  sputum  on  admission. 

Forty-five  ex-Service  men  received  treatment  at  Pelsall 
during  the  year.  Of  the  total  admissions,  19  had  previously 
received  a  course  of  Sanatoria  treatment,  27  were  In  an 
advanced  stage  of  the  disease  and  34  were  early  cases. 

In  the  following  tables  statistical  information  is  given 
of  all  cases  treated  in  1920,  and  also  of  all  cases  sent  to 
Sanatoria  since  the  beginning  of  1915.

Meetings  held  on  the  third  Friday  o!  each  month  at  40  Bradford  Street 
(National  Health  Insurance  Committee  Offices). 

The  re-constituted  Committee  got  into  working  order  in  the 
early  part  of  the  year,  and  well-attended  meetings  have  been 
held  monthly,  the  members  being  very  enthusiastic. 

An  appeal  was  made  for  subscriptions,  but  the  response 
was  not  very  satisfactory. 


The  income  for  the  year  has  been  £140,  including  a  sum 
of  £28,  the  proceeds  of  a  Charity  Football  Match  ai  ranged  by 
a  member  of  the  Sanatorium  Sub-Committee,  between  teams 
drawn  from  two  Working  Men’s  Clubs;  this  was  our  first 
large  subscription.  Grants  of  money  have  also  been  obtained 
from  the  Town  Council,  National  Health  Insurance  Committee, 
and  Board  of  Guardians. 


The  activities  of  the  Committee  have  been  varied;  help  in 
one  or  other  form  has  been  rendered  33  cases.  Needy  cases 
are  referred  to  the  Commmittee  by  the  Dispensary  Staff, 
members  of  the  Committee  and  the  Civic  Guild  of  Help. 

Before  grants  are  made  an  independent  report  as  to  the 
circumstances  of  the  case  is  made  by  the  Civic  Guild  of  Help, 
all  investigations  being  made  personally  by  Miss  Elliott  ithe 
Honorary  Secretary),  who  has  rendered  great  assistance,  not 
only  to  the  Committee,  but  to  the  many  cases  she  has  inter¬ 
viewed.  All  cases  receiving  help  are  followed  up  and  reports 
made  monthly  to  the  Committee. 
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With  the  assistance  of  the  Central  Register  of  the  Guild, 
overlapping,  as  far  as  possible,  is  avoided. 

The  Committee  have  also  been  instrumental  in  finding 
suitable  employment  for  a  number  of  patients,  and  are  further 
indebted  to  the  Baths  and  Parks  Committee  of  the  Town 
Council  for  finding  employment  for  five  men  in  the  Public 
Parks.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note  (April,  1921).  that  these  men 
have  given  complete  satisfaction  to  the  Parks  Superintendent. 

Grants  of  money  have  been  made  in  twelve  cases  at  a 
cost  of  £351  milk,  butter  and  eggs  have  been  supplied  to 
twelve  cases.  One  child  has  been  sent  to  a  Sanatorium  in 
conjunction  with  the  Walsall  Winter  Convalescent  Fund,  the 
parent’s  contribution  being  found  by  the  After-Care  Committee. 
A  grant  of  Pro  was  made  to  one  patient  undergoing  surgical 
treatment  in  order  that  he  might  complete  his  treatment,  the 
responsibility  for  this  latter  case  being  ultimately  assumed  by 
the  Town  Council.  A  grant  of  £5  was  made  to  another 
patient,  in  part  cost  of  an  open-air  workshop,  which  he  was 
erecting  in  his  own  garden. 

A  member  of  the  Committee  has  handed  over  Out-patient 
Tickets  for  the  Orthopaedic  Hospital  at  Birmingham,  and  these 
have  been  found  exceedingly  useful. 

Other  cases  have  been  referred  to  other  organisations,  and 
have  been  enabled  to  obtain  assistance  in  that  way,  without 
encroaching  on  the  rather  limited  funds  of  the  Committee. 
The  Children’s  Country  Holiday  Committee  have  dealt  very 
generously  with  the  numerous  children  referred  to  them. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  After-Care  Committee  that  they 
have  had  a  very  successful  year  ;  the  work  is  growing  very 
rapidly,  and  more  and  more  cases  are  being  referred  to  them. 
They  trust  that  now  that  their  work  is  becoming  known,  their 
income  will  also  grow,  so  that  they  may  be  enabled  to  extend 
their  good  work.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  SCHOOL 

DENTIST 

For  the  Year  ending  31ST  December,  1920. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  the; 
working  of  your  Dental  Clinic. 

You  will  see  by  the  appended  Table  that  the  attendance 
at  the  Dental  Clinic  is  very  good,  and  that  the  conservation  of  j 
the  teeth  is  well  maintained. 

In  the  case  of  schools  situated  within  a  mile  and  a  half  o  I 
the  Clinic,  75%  of  the  children  present  themselves  for  treat  I 
ment,  whilst  schools  with  a  radius  of  three  miles  drop  to  25%. 

The  attendance  all  round  would  be  much  better  if  order* 
were  given  by  the  competent  authority  for  the  bringing  of  thjl 
children  to  the  Clinic  by  a  caretaker,  teacher  or  senior  pupil 
Some  two  or  three  heads  of  schools  adopt  this  procedure,  an™ 
I  notice,  with  excellent  results. 

I  strongly  urge,  as  essential,  the  making  use  of  propagaml 
properly  organised  amongst  the  parents,  and  the  insistence  th  I 
teachers  see  that  the  children  come  to  school  daily  with  cle.l 
teeth,  which  is  really  more  important  than  clean  faces. 

.  *

Teeth  of  the  children  are  certainly  better  and  clean! 
than  I  found  them  in  1915,  but  the  filth  of  the  teeth  of  t| 
majority  is  appalling.  Much  could  be  done  to  improve  til 
state  of  affairs  if  the  question  were  properly  tackled,  and  tl 
steps  to  be  taken  were  backed  by  the  authority  of  ycl 
Committee. 

I  again  beg  to  remind  you  that  a  Clinic  is  badly  neeoU 
at  Bloxwich.  For  this  Field  Street  would  make  a  good  centnj 
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During  the  year  a  very  necessary  addition  has  been  made 
to  the  Bradford  Street  Clinic,  by  the  fixing  of  two  sinks  and 
water  supply  in  the  recovery  room. 

Your  equipment  is  well  up  to  date  and  kept  in  good  order. 
Doubtless,  as  the  Clinic  expands,  use  should  be  made  of  some 
anaesthesia  other  than  local,  but  this  will  necessitate  the 
attendance  of  an  anaesthetist,  say  once  or  twice  a  week.

Concerning  the  work  of  the  Open  Air  School,  Miss  C.  A. 

Claydon  (Head  Mistress)  reports  as  follows:  — 

During  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1920,  the  work 
of  the  Open  Air  School  has  been  carried  on  with  continued 
success,  the  following  points  being  worthy  of  special 
notice  : — 

Physical  Improvement  of  Children— The  gains  in 
height,  weight  and  general  health  and  vitality  have  been 
very  well  maintained.  For  the  34  children  who  were  in  the 
school  during  the  whole  of  the  twelve  months,  the  average 
gain  in  weight  was  5'7-lbs.  and  in  height  J  '8-ins.  This 
encouraging  result  has  been  accompanied  bv  a  corres¬ 
ponding  improvement  in  happiness  and  mental  alertness. 


Absences  from  school  owing  to  illness  have  been  rare,  th 
percentage  of  attendance  for  the  year  having  been  slight! 
over  90%.  This  may  be  considered  very  satisfactory  whe; 
it  is  remembered  that  on  two  or  three  occasions,  owing  I 
excessively  inclement  weather,  the  percentage  fell  to  soar 
thing  near  boy  for  the  week. 

Transfer  of  Scholars— As  a  result  of  the  periodic, 
examinations  by  the  School  Medical  Officer  (Dr.  Carroll),  nir 
children  have  been  transferred  to  the  ordinary  schools,  ar 
with  one  or  two  exceptions,  their  improvement  in  heal 
appears  to  have  been  maintained  under  the  more  restricts  I 
conditions  of  such  schools. 

NEW  BUILDING.  —  On  the  1st  November  the  school  w 
transferred  to  the  new  pavilion  erected  for  the  purpose.  T 
site  chosen  for  the  new  school  is  very  suitable,  being  in 
more  secluded  part  of  the  park  than  that  occupied  by  the  ter 
previously  used,  and  hence  there  is  much  less  interferes 
by  the  public  than  was  formerly  the  case. 

As  regards  comfort  and  convenience,  the  wooden  pavili 
has  proved  much  superior  to  the  tents,  and  several  new  art ie;  I) 
of  furniture  and  equipment  have  been  introduced  to  furti 
facilitate  the  efficient  working  of  the  school.  There 
however,  great  need  for  some  means  of  protecting  the  od|l 

southern  ’side  of  the  bui filing  during  strong  south-weste;  I 

> 

squalls  of  wind  and  rain.  If  a  device  could  be  employ  I 
which  would  also  serve  the  purpose  of  a  sun-blind  in  sumnl 
two  serious  defects  of  the  present  arrangement  would 
remedied. 

OUT-DOOR  Woke  -  Still  further  branches  of  out-cl 
work  have  been  added  to  the  curriculum.  In  addition  to  d 
door  lessons  in  practical  geography,  practical  arithinejd 
nature  study  and  sketching,  gardening  is  now  taken. 
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considerable  amount  of  time  lias  been  given  to  this  subject, 
both  with  a  view  to  providing  the  scholars  with  plenty  of 
open-air  exercise,  and  also  to  stimulate  their  interest  in  a 
subject  which  may  afford  a  healthful  occupation  in  the  future. 
The  zeal  and  industry  of  the  scholars  in  this  direction  are 
rapidly  transforming  the  allotment  granted  for  the  purpose 
into  neat  and  well-kept  gardens. 

Physjcal  Exercises  and  Games.— Considerable  attention 
has  been  given  to  physical  culture,  breathing  exercises  and 
games,  a  careful  selection  having  been  made  of  such  exercises 
from  the  new  syllabus  of  physical  training  as  are  best  suited 
to  the  physical  condition  of  the  children. 

In  addition  to  the  organised  games  taken  in  connection 
with  the  syllabus,  football  and  captain-ball  teams  have  been 
formed,  and  the  children  enter  into  these  games  with  great 
zest  and  interest. 

Attention  to  Warm  Clothing— Every  effort  is  made 
to  see  that  the  children  are  warmly  clad  and  well  shod.  With 
this  object  in  view  many  children  have  been  provided  with 
boots  through  the  Footwear  Fund  of  the  Children’s  Care 
Committee,  while  warm  woollen  jumpers  and  jerseys  for  the 
scholars’  wear  have  been  knitted  by  the  children  themselves. 


Number  on  Books  and  New  Admissions— There  are 
now  fifty  scholars  on  the  books,  and  there  is  a  constant  stream 
of  applicants  for  admission.  The  parents  of  the  present 
scholars  are  very  enthusiastic  about  the  benefits  which  their 
children  are  deriving  from  attendance  at  the  school,  while  the 
parents  of  prospective  scholars  regard  the  admission  of  their 
children  as  a  high  privilege. 

In  conclusion,  the  favourable  start  which  the  school  has 
made  under  somewhat  limited  conditions  as  to  accommodation 
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and  equipment,  augurs  well  for  the  successful  and  beneficial, 
work  that  may  be  done  in  the  future  as  the  scheme  is  furthe 
developed.

The  children  detaine 
in  the  Nursery  at  night  were  children  of  mothers  undergoing 
treatment  at  home,  in  sanatoria  or  in  hospital.  Two  nurses  hav 
been  trained  and  certificated  as  qualified  children’s  nurses.

SPEECH  Defects,  -a  course  of  lectures  to  teachers  on  th 
treatment  ot  speech  defects  was  given  by  Mr.  Arthur  Buirel 
M.A.  during  the  month  of  October.  Several  of  our  teacher- 
availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  make  a  study  of  thj 
subject,  classes  have  since  been  formed  in  connection  wit 
various  schools. 

Mr.  Burrell’s  report  is  as  follows: — 

The  morning  was  devoted  to  lecturing  (10  -  II  .  15);  th 
afternoonsTo  the  visiting  of  the  schools.  Occasionally  I  gav 
a  demonstration  in  the  morning  as  well  as  a  lecture  ;  and  severe 
teachers  accompanied  me  to  the  schools  in  the  afternoons.  A 
these  schools  in  many  cases  the  teaching  staff  watched  th! 
demonstrations.  By  this  means  I  was  able  to  touch  inadequate! 
of  course,  many  teachers  who  did  not  attend  the  class. 

1  he  children,  excepting  a  few  little  ones,  were  not  sh;i 
The  teachers  appeared  to  be  much  interested  and  wished  in  man 
cases  to  hear  and  see  more. 
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My  work  dealt  with  stammering  in  all  forms  and  with  de¬ 
fective  articulation.  The  latter  is  the  easier  to  treat.  For  the 
treatment  an  accurate  knowledge  of  the  normal  formation  of 
consonants  and  vowels  is  necessary  ;  this  knowledge  the  teacher 
as  a  rule  does  not  possess.  The  application  of  such  knowledge, 
combined  with  kindness  and  patience,  should  eradicate  most  of 
the  defects  in  a  fewr  months.  Little  children  under  six  years  of 
age  should  not  be  worried  if  it  be  found  they  do  not  improve 
quickly.  They  may  be  too  young  to  appreciate  the  directions 
given  as  to  the  relative  positions  of  tongue,  teeth  and  lips. 
Nevertheless  in  some  cases  little  children  yielded  to  treatment 
almost  immediately. 

The  defective  articulation  was  mainly  connected  with  k,  1, 
s,  th  and  r.  ‘‘  R  ”  requires  very  special  treatment.  I  found  no 
difficulties  with  vowels,  though  I  need  hardly  say  that  pro¬ 
nunciation  which  I  did  not  touch,  is  in  many  cases  different  from 
that  of  accepted  English. 

In  regard  to  stammering  and  stuttering,  I  group  the  two 
together,  I  found  not  more  than  6  or  7  bad  cases  ;  but  it  must  be 
remembered,  though  this  seems  incredible,  that  children  are 
less  likely  to  show  up  badly  at  a  demonstration  with  a  practised 
stranger  than  in  the  hurry  and  excitement  of  class  work.  The 
cases  of  Lean  and  Lindsay  (Croft  Street  School),  Sidney  luce, 
(Hillary  Street  School)  and  Marshall  (Wisemore  School)  require 
very  careful  attention. 


I  venture  to  add  one  or  two  suggestions  :  — 

(a).  Defective  articulants  may  be  taken  in  their  own  schools  by 
anyone  who  understands  the  phonetic  work  as  outlined  in  the 
lectures,  but  they  must  have  daily  and  individual  attention. 
Five  minutes  per  day  given  to  each  child  should  be  enough  if 
the  work  be  followed  up.  When  improvement  is  seen  no  relapses 
should  be  permitted. 
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(b) .  The  stammerers  should  be  taken  by  teachers  who  cou 
group  two  or  three  schools.  A  quiet  room  should  be  set  ash 
for  these  children.  A  child  should  receive  at  least  one  houti 
practice  per  day  and  should  be  encouraged  to  talk  as  little 
possible  during  the  rest  of  the  day.  The  worst  cases  requi 
two  periods  of  work  per  day,  each  period  being  about  45  minut 
in  length.  I  do  not  mean  that  a  child  should  receive  45  minut 
continuous  teaching.  Ten  minutes  continuous  work  is  enour 
for  any  child. 

Into  the  details  of  treatment  I  do  not  enter,  but  I  will  glad 
outline  it  if  asked  ;  the  teachers  who  attended  my  class  are  qui 
clear  as  to  the  legitimate  experiments  to  be  made  in  each  cas 
Every  stammerer  differs  from  every  other,  but  I  cannot  t 
strongly  impress  on  teachers  that  complete  confidence  on  iff 
part  of  the  child,  kindness  and  sympathy  on  the  part  of  til 
teachers  are  the  first  necessities.  Almost  of  equal  important 
are  a  desire  on  the  part  of  the  child  to  improve  and  a  defini 
and  carefully  prepared  restful  ness  of  body  and  mind  on  ti 
part  of  teacher  and  child.  Indeed,  it  is  not  too  much  to  say  th 
in  many  cases  the  stammerer  requires  a  long  preparation  befo 
qe  is  in  a  fit  condition  to  receive  any  “lesson  “  at  all.  Main 
trition,  harsh  home  treatment,  an  evil  habit,  continual  noise,  fea 
of  which  he  cannot  or  will  not  speak,  shyness  and  many  othi 
causes  may  have  combined  to  make  the  patient  a  seethini 
shuddering  mass  of  what  are  conveniently  called  “  nerves”.  Or 
boy  in  Walsall,  possibly  a  case* for  the  doctor,  possibly  not,  too 
at  least  six  minutes  before  he  could  be  brought  to  a  condition  i 
which  he  could  be  spoken  to. 

(c) .  As  soon  as  any  improvement  is  seen  a  child  should  1 
allowed  to  leave  the  special  class  for  a  whole  day;  and  as  in 
provement  goes  on  he  should  be  “let  out”  on  longer  terms  < 
leave;  but  he  should  be  recalled  for  practise  at  stated  period 
even  though  he  should  seem  not  to  require  help.  No  treatmer 
is  of  any  avail  unless  it  be  followed  up  by  after-care.  TH 
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stammerer  should  be  looked  after  as  he  goes  up  the  school  and 
(though  I  know  the  difficulties)  for  two  years  after  he  has  left 
the  school. 

PROVISION  OF  Meals.— Breakfasts  and  Dinners  are 
provided  daily  during  six  days  of  the  week  (including  holidays) 
the  menu  being  approved  and  varied  by  myself.  Physical  im¬ 
provement  ascertained  by  the  heights  and  weights  of  the  children 
in  receipt  of  meals  has  been  recorded  and  every  child  showing- 
lack  of  progress  is  medically  examined  and  suitably  treated.

Remedial  Exercise  Clinic.— Miss  L.  E.  Mann  took  up 
duty  as  Remedial  Instructress  in  September.  The  Physically 
Defective  children  attending  this  Clinic  include  those  suffering 
from  a  variety  of  defects  e.g.  Spinal  Curvature,  Paralysis, 
Deformities,  Mouth  Breathers,  Flat  Feet,  &c.  The  treatment 
includes  Massage,  Physical  Exercises  generally  and  Electrical 
treatment. 

To  assist  parents  whose  children  suffered  from  defects  re¬ 
quiring  Operative  Treatment,  the  Committee  subscribed  5  guineas 
per  annum  to  the  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  Birmingham.  For  this 
sum,  30  tickets  were  obtained  and  were  distributed  to  deserving 
cases. 


Eye  CLINIC.— in  order  to  treat  all  children  suffering  from 
errors  of  refraction,  two  days  per  week  were  devoted  to  this 
purpose.  Arrears  were  made  up  by  the  beginning  of  September 
and  during  the  year  I  prescribed  319  pairs  of  spectacles.

Of  the  cases  of  Simple  Myopia,  8  children  6  girls  and  2  boyr. 
were  found  to  have  an  error  of  more  than  4  Dioptres.  Childre 
suffering  from  Myopic  Astigmatism  (including  Simple  an 
Compound)  with  an  error  of  over  4  Dioptres  in  either  meredia 
numbered  16  (9  girls  and  7  boys'. 


Owing  to  the  likelihood  of  a  large  number  of  those  case 
being  of  the  progressive  type  leading  to  organic  diseas 
resulting  in  loss  of  vision,  special  classes  in  which  no  wot 
involving  eye  strain  is  performed,  are  urgently  required  for  th 
type  of  child. 

Secondary  Education. — During  the  year  50  chi  hire 
(30  boys  and  20  girls)  were  medically  inspected  as  to  the 
fitness  to  avail  themselves  of  Scholarships  at  Queen  Mary) 
School.  In  no  case  has  a  defect  been  such  as  to  prevent  fu

School  Children’s  Care  Committee.— The  Scho 
Children’s  Care  Committee  continues  to  deal  wdth  question 
arising  from  Medical  Inspection  of  Schools. 

A  grant  of  £50  has  been  received  from  the  Educatio 
Committee  for  the  provision  of  glasses  for  necessitous  scho: 
children. 

341  pairs  of  glasses  and  197  pairs  of  boots  have  bee 
provided  during  the  year;  of  these,  20  pairs  of  glasses  we: 
given  free. 
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The  added  interest  taken  in  the  work  by  Head  Teachers 
and  scholars  is  reflected  in  the  large  increase  in  the  amounts 
of  collections,  a  comparison  of  which  is  given  below:  —
